Mrs. RLFANOR PI MARCO, Clerk, made available the personnel 
file on SARNO which reflects that he has been assigned fis .an-intem 
to this hospital since. July 1, 1950. The file reflects that SAP.NO occupies 
"ouarter^" at~tFie* 1 Kospital and is listed ,as a graduate of the College of 
-hysicians and Surgeons, Columbia University. 


Dr. BENGT HAMILTON, Clinical Director, advised that he has been 
SARNO'S superior since July 1, 1950 and while his contact with SARNO has been 
limited he believes SARNO to be loyal to the United States. 

Dr. CHARLES NAEGSLF, Assistant Chief, Medicine, advised that 
SARNO was assigned to his department for one month and that his contact with 
SARNO was necessarily limited. He stated that he believes SARNO to b e 
a loyal American. 

Dr. fPFFwaN RATSON, Resident Physician, advised that the 
appointee was assigned in his section for about one month and that his contact 
with SAR v 0 was entirely profession. He stated that.h e regards the a ppointe e 
as a patriotic citizen. 

Mr. HENRY 1FSSF, Intern, advised that he has known SARNO 
casually since July 1, 1950 and considers him to be loyal. 


Dr. CART. GOTTSCHAJK, Intern, advised that he has quarters in 
the same building as the appointee and also has considerable contact with 
him at the hospital since July 1, 1950 and that in his opinion the appoin tee 
is a patriotic American citizen. 
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Ur. TATIS PARRISH, Tntem, stated tnat he has had quarters 
in the same building as SARNO and has been quite friendly with him. ^He 
declared that the aopointeeJLs a loyal American. 


All of the individuals interviewed at the U. S. Marine Hospital, 
Staten Island, were questioned regarding the appointee's affiliation 
wi th the Association of Interns and Medical Students, but all advised 
that they knew of no activity on the part of the appointee for thi s 
organization. 


At the College of Physicians and Surgeons, Columbia University, 

630 Test 168th Street, New York City, Miss LEORA WILLIAMS, Clerk, Registrars 
Office, advised that JOHN 1 ERNEST SARNO, JR., born June 23, 1923 in 
Brooklyn, Mew York had attended that institution from September 12, 1946 
to June 8, 1950 at which time he received a medical degree. She stated that 
SARNO is now interning at the U.S. M arine Hospital, Staten Island, Mew York. 

She further advised that the only address available for SARNO is that of 
2059 UcOraw Avenue, New York City and that his father's name is JCRN E. 

SARNo, occupation, printer. 

Miss ANNA SHACKELFORD, Secretary to the Assistant Dean of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeo»i3, advised that she had known the appointee 
for the previous four years and believes s w e knows him quite well. She 
stated that she was very fond of him, that ho was quite popular in the 
school, a serious type of young man and that she knew nothing detrimental about 
him. Miss SHACKELFORD stated thatshe could not imagine SARMO involved 
in anything''subVCPglW 1 .' ' ' _ * 

Dr. AURA SE VF.RI NOHAUS, Assistant Dean of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, stated that he had become well acquainted with SARNO during 
the four years he knew SARNO as a student. He stated that he liked SARNO, 
considered him an excellent student, a high minded, idealistic individual, 
and not the type who would be interested in anything Communistic or "subversiv e". 
He stated that SARNO was such an excellent student that he could have interned 
at practically any hospital in the United States, but that SARNO had long 
expressed his desire to enter in Public Health Service or into the medical 
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missionary field and that SARUO after consulting with him had decided 
that the U.S. Marine Hospital internship would give him a quick taste of 
that type of work. SFVFRIN GRATIS stated that ho was aware that SAR v O 
was a member of thef*Xssoci ation_of Interns and Medic aT^tud ontq J l 1 jf , fiTNS ) and 
that he had d is cusse d with 5AR NO , SABO'S m6mbe"fsSiD~in it and had aske d 
SARNO why he remained in" ah organiVatio n whic h ya§. jssl q uestionable.

Dr. RCBD^T F. T.OFB, Head of the Denartmcnt of Medicine, College 
of Physicians and Students, advised that he recalled SAHNO as a student, 
knew him only as a student, and had no reason to question SARTO'S loyalty. 

Dr. CAT.VIN H. PT.pompp, instructor in Medicine, advised that 
SARNO had been one of his students and that he would consider SARNO to be a 
go od secur it y ri sk. -. 

Dr. KENNETH B. TURNER, Associate Professor in Medicine, advised 
that SARNO had been one of his students and that he recalled SARNO as being 
a roeular individual and as one who had never given any indication of 
"subversive tendencies". Dr. TURNFR stated, however, that he knew SARNO only 
as a student and that his knowledge of SARNO was limited. 

PULLIAM B. REED, 50 Haven Avenue, New fork City, a third year 
medical student at the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia 
University, advised that he has furnished the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
with substantial amounts of information regarding AIMS and that he was well 
informed concerning the activities of APTS and the membership of the 
Columbia University chapter of AIMS. REED stated that he is acquainted 
with SARNO and advised as follows regarding SARNO and SARNO'S association with 
AIMS. 

REED advised that the idea of forming a chapter of APTS at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia University was first discussed 
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in February, 1949 and that the first organized meeting of the chanter 
was held on May 4, 1949. ! J e stated that he did not know if SARNO took 
part in the first discussions regarding AIMS but that SAP.NO did attend the 
first meeting he ld in May.

REDD stated that at a meeting of APTS on December 16, 1949 
the question was raised regarding a SHEPPARD CARIfTtflERMAN, identified by 
REED, as a chairman of the American delegation at the Budapest TorId Festival 
held in the summer of 1949 and the international vice president of APIS at 
the time. One of the members of APTS present at the meeting raised the 
question of THIER”AN , S Communist connections and wanted to pass a motion 
for the Columbia University chapter of AIMS to go on record at the coming 
ATMS National Convention as being in favor of impeaching 'IHIER’TAN and his 
connections with AIMS. REED stated that there followed a two or three hour 
discussion at the end of which a vote was taken as to whether or not 
the Columbia University chapter would bring YUIERMAN'S Communist associations 
before the National Convention. REED said that by a vote of 12 to 4 
the moti on was defeated. SART’ P, according to R^E P, v oted with the majority.

REED stated that SARNO was one of the Columbia University ATMS 
delegates who attended the National Convention in Chicago in December, 1949 
and that SARNO was elected Publicity Director at AP'S at that convention. 
REED stated that at the first meeting of the local chapter following the 
convention, it was announced officially that FAULKS, ABRUZZI and SARNO had 
all been elected to National offices in AIMS. At this point, REED stated 
that he, REED, got uo in the meeting and referred to the three of them in 
curse words. After the meeting REED stated, SARNO came up to REED and shook 
'his finger in REED'S face and said, "Bill, you're a bad boy".

He stated, however, that he was in possession of 
records kept by Mrs. JAMES CUTTNINCHAM, former resident manager of Bard Hall. 
TO*’® exhibited several bocks wherein he explained Mrs. CUNNINCHAM had kept 
records of activities being held in Bard Hall and which reflect the 
sponsoring organization and the name of the student who was considered 
responsible for the party, lecture, or whatever activity was taking place.

FRANK M. LEIHER, Office Manager, Parkchester, 71 Metropolitan 
Avenue, Bronx, New York, advised that J0RM-9JRFJ0 and his wife, DELIA, have 
resided in apartment 2t of 2059 Me Graw Avenue since November l7~l943 and that 
their prior residence, which was verified by investigators of Parkchester 
was at 484 Union /venue, T ooklyr, where they had resided for four years. 
LEIHER stated that in 194j, JOHN SARNO gave his age as 42 and his occupation 
as a printer for the Quality Art Company, Long Island City, New York. He 
stated that an inquiry of the Quality Art Company had provided the 
information that SARNO had been employed by that organization since 1931. 
LEIHER further advised that the SARNO file reflects that in 1948 a son of 
JOHN and DELIA SARNO had returned from military service and that the son's 
name was JTON B*? 3RRN0, Jr., age 25. He stated that there was nothing in the 
file which would reflect on the lpyalty of the SARNO family. 

At 2059 Me Graw Avenue, the following individuals advised that they 
were casually acquainted with the SARNO family and that they knew nothing 
which would cause them to doubt the loyalty of any member of the SARNO 
family: Mr. and Mrs. JCHN J. AIRLIE, apartment 2Gj Mrs. RUTH SCLCWON, \ 
apartment 2Fj Mrs. O.J. HANRATTY, apartment 2Ej Mrs. M. MUNDT, apartment 2AA 

At 1696 Adelphi Road, Wantagh, Long Island, Mrs. JOSEPH RICHARDSON, 
advised SA Kenneth R. Routon as follows concerning the SARNO family. 

She stated that she knew the SARNO family very well and had formerly

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been a neighbor of the SARMOS at 2059 Me Graw Avenue, Bronx, New York City. 

She stated that she was of a different religion than the appointee's 
father and that she was a member of a different major political party 
than the appointee's father and that they had had frequent political and 
religious discussions together. Mrs. RICHARDSCN advised that these discussions 
and arguments that they had had together had convinced her that the 
appointee's father was a oerfectly loyal American citizen. She further 
advised that the appointee's father was very coneious of racial prejudices 
and very much against such prejudices. She stated that from her slight knowledge 
of the appointee she was of the opinion that the son was just as idealistic 
as was his father. She stated she knew nothing which would reflect on the 
loyalty of the appointee. 

A review of the records of the Board of Elections, Bronx County, 
by SE George Madison, reflect that JOHN SARNO and DELIA SARNO, registering 
from 2059 Me Graw Avenue had registered in 1944, 1945 and 1946 as members of 
the two major political parties; in 1947 there was no record of their 
registrations; in 1948 they registered as members of one of the two major 
political parties and in 1949 they registered as members of the Liberal Party. 

The records farther reflect that JCHN^SARNO, JR. registered in 1946 and 1948 
but did not designate any political party. 

The records of the Bureau of Special Services and Investigation, 

New York City Police Department, as reviewed by SA August Micek, do not 
reflect any information which can be identified with the appointee or his 
family.

In regard to the individuals named herein as being connected with 
Arts, most of them are well enough known to the Bureau so t hat no 
documentations are being set forth.

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information appears which indicates that the subject of that file is 
identical to the present president of AIMS and that this individual was a 
member of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland and Columbus, Chio 
in 1942 and 1943. In regard to TOT.-IAM ABRUZZI, the files of the New York 
Office do not reflect any identifiable information concerning ABRUZZI 
other than that information contained in the file on the M Association of 
[Interns and Medical Students, Internal Security - C." PULLIAM RSTCU, who 
provided information set forth above, stated that in his opinion, ABRUZZI 
is becoming more aware of the controlling influences of ATMS and is losing 
pome of his enthusiasm for the organization. 

Since foregoing investigation failed to develop any derogatory 
information pertaining to arpointee’s loyalty other than was set out 
in referenced Bulet, no further investigation will be conducted by this 
office.

III - Results of Investigation 

At Kalamazoo. Michigan : 

Mrs. MARY LOO BIRKENMETEE, Registrar's Office, Kalamazoo 
College, Kalamazoo, Michigan, made available the record of JOHN ERNEST SATHO, 

JR., which reflected that his home address was 484 Union Avenue, Brooklyn, New 
York. He was born June 23, 1923. His father's name was JOHN E. SARNO. He 
entered Kalamazoo College on September 16, 1940, from Newton High School and 
Horace Mann High School, addresses not given. He graduated from High School 
in June 1939, and June 1940. There was no explanation given for this unusual 
notation. The Appointee was a Pre-Medical student, and he received high 
honors for the year 1940-1941; the Sherwood Prize in Freshman Declamation, 

1940-1941; and honors for the year 1941-1942. The record bore the following 
notation: "Left school E.R.C. (Army) April 12, 1943." Mrs. BIRKENMEYER 
stated that the notation probably referred to the fact that SARNO was a member 
of the Enlisted Reserve Corps, United States Army, and that he was called to 
active duty on April 12, 1943* While at Kalamazoo College the Appointee resided 
at Hoben Hall on the campus. 

SARNO'S student file contained no information pertaining 
to his loyalty, nor did it indicate that any disciplinary action had been taken 
against him. The Appointee's file did contain a letter addressed "To Whom It 
May Concern" in which it was stated that SARNO was a student of many talents 
and high scholarship; had a good disposition, and contributed to the social 
and intellectual life of the campus. It recommended that SARNO could successfully 
fulfill any duties or position that he might represent himself to be capable 
of. This letter was signed WILBUR J. HUMBER, Dean of Student Affairs* 

Miss FRANCES DIEBOLD, Professor of Biology, Kalamazoo 
Collage, recalled the Appointee very well. She found him to be an honest, 
very alert and intelligent young man. She said he thought matters over very 
carefully before taking any action, and did not "start off half-cocked" to do 
anything. Ha came from a middle class, family, in the opinion of Miss DIEBOLD, 
but he appeared well satisfied with his position in society. Miss DIEBOLD 
has never had any reason to question the loyalty of SARNO. It is her opinion 
that if the Appointee is now employed tj the United States Government, it is the 
Government's gain.

Dr. ALLEN 5. STOWE, Professor of Chemistry, Kalamazoo 
College, recalled the Appointee as a student of foreign extraction, generation 
not known, who came from Brooklyn, New Tork. He had a talent for singing 
and was very well liked by fellow students and faculty members. It is 
Dr. STOWE'S opinion that if SARNO had continued at Kalamazoo College, he was 
"headed for the Presidency of the Student Body." He impressed Dr. STOWE 
as being the type of person who appreciated everything this country had te 
offer him and was very appreciative of the chances he had received to help 
him become a Doctor of Medicine. STOWE believes the Appointee to be loyal 
to this country. 


Dr. WILLIS F. DUNBAR, Director of Public Affairs, Fetzer 
Broadcasting Company, Kalamazoo, Michigan, former Dean of Kalamazoo 
College, recalled SARNO as being one of a group of students who often called 
at the DUNBAR home for a social "song fest". DUNBAR stated that he had no 
reason to question the Appointee's loyalty toward this country, but that he 
had never discussed economics, politics, or International affairs with SARNO* 
It is noted that Dr. DUNBAR was also the History Professor at Kalamazoo 
College from September 1%2 to June 1943* 

Miss MARGARET BLAKESLEE, Credit Bureau of Kalamazoo, was 
unable to locate a record of the Appointee* 

The Appointee's name does not appear in the records of the 
Kalamazoo Police Department or the Detroit Police Department.

II. BASIS FOR INVESTIGATION 


This investigation has been initiated at the specific 
request of the Federal Security Agency, Washington, D. C., based on 
information contained in the appointee's loyalty form dated June 30, 
1950, to the effect that he indicates membership in the Association 
of Internes and Medical Students. 

Confidential Informant New York City T-2, who is 
reliable advised in September, 1942 that in 1941 the Association 
of Medical Students and the Interne Council of America merged to 
fom the Association of the Internes and Medical Students (AIMS)• 
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Association of Medical Students and the Interne Council of America 
merged to form the Association of Internes and Medical Students 
(AIMS)• He stated that the activities and^rograms of both the 
Association of Medical Students and the Interne Council of America 
had always strictly followed the Marxist-Lenlnlst line of 
Communist ideology s T-2 stated that the two organizations had 
initiated programs in the same vein and at the same time with 
other organizations of known Communist leadership* He stated 
that this had not been a rare occur&nce, but a frequent one* 

This informant further reported that both the predecessor organi¬ 
zations had subscribed to the American Youth Congress and that 
chapters of the groups had been barred from both Wayne University 
in Detroit, Michigan, and the University of Maryland for their 
"known policies of foreign propagandist ion"* He further stated 
that the true purpose of the Association of Internes and Medical

T-2 stated that the two organizations had initiated programs in the same 
vein and at the sane time with other organizations of known Communist 
leadership. He stated that this had not been a rare occurence, but a 
frequent one. This informant further reported that both the predecessor 
organizations had subscribed to the American Youth Congress and that 
chapters of the groups had been barred from both Wayne University in 
Detroit, Michigan, and the University of Maryland for their "known 
policies of foreign propagandization." He further stated that the 
true purpose of the Association of Internes and Medical Students was 
the education of the newer generation of physicians toward the "Com¬ 
munist approved form of the much-talked-about and so-called inevitable 
socialization of medicine."

She named the Association 
of Internes and Medical Students as an organization in which the Communist 
Party had members. 

Confidential Informant New York City T-4, a former member of 
the Association of Internes and Medical Students, of. unknown reliability, 
reported in May, 1948, that he attended the National Convention of the 
Association of internes 
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and Medical Students, held in Chicago, Illinois, from December 
27th to 29th, 1947, as a delegate* He said that while there he 
heard various speakers condemn the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, the Loyalty Program and universal military training* 
He stated that the convention took a stand against the "Loyalty 
Pledge", and also passed a resolution against universal military 
training*

Miss LEORA WILLIAMS, Clerk, Registrar's Office, 
advised that JOHN ERNEST SARNO, JR., born June 23, 1923 in 
Brooklyn, New York, had attended that Institution from September 
12, 1946 until June 8, 1950, at which time he received a medical 
degree* She stated that SARNO is now interning at the United 
States Marine Hospital, Staten Island, New York* She further 
advised that the only address available for.SARNO is that of 
2059 McGraw Avenue, Bronx, New York, and that his father's name 
is JOHN E .fsARNO, occupation, printer* 

Miss WILLIAMS stated that she does not know 
the appointee and also advised that his file contains no informa¬ 
tion reflecting adversely on his loyalty to the United States* 
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Miss ANNA SHACKELFORD, Secretary to the 
Assistant Dean of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
advised that she had known the appointee for the previous four 
years and believes she knows him quite well. She stated that 
she was very fond of him; that he was quite popular in the school, 
a serious type of young man, and that she knows•nothing of an 
unfavorable nature concerning his character or loyalty. Miss 
SHACKELFORD stated that she could not imagine SARNO involved 
in anything "subversive". 

Dr. AURA SEVERINGHAUS, Assistant Dean of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, stated that he had become 
well acquainted with SARNO during the four years he knew SARNO 
as a student. He stated that he liked SARNO, considered him an 
excellent student, a high minded, idealistic Individual, and 
not the type who would be interested in anything Communistic 
or "subversive". He stated that SARNO was such an excellent 
student that he could have Interned at practically any hdspltal 
in the United States, but that SARNO had long expressed his 
desire to enter into Public Health Service or into the medical 
missionary field and that SARNO after consulting with him had 
decided that the United States Marine Hospital internship would 
give him a quick taste of that type of work. SEVERINGHAUS stated 
that he was aware that SARNO was a member of the Association of 
Interns and Medical Students (AIMS) and that he had discussed 
with SARNO, SARNO'S membership in it and had asked SARNO why he 
remained in an organization which was so questionable. He stated 
that SARNO had replied that the reason he, SARNO, remained a 
member of AIMS was that SARNO felt that people who know that 
they have good motives should stay in questionable organizations 
and try and keep such organizations from becoming too bad. 

Dr. ROBERT F. LOEB, Head of the Department of 
Medicine, College of Physicians and Surgeons, advised that he 
recalled SARNO as*a student, knew him only as a student, and had 
no reason to question SARNO'S loyalty. 

Dr. CALVIN H. PLIMPTON, Instructor in Medicine, 
advised that SARNO had been one of his students and that he would 
consider SARNO to be a good security risk and loyal to this 
country.

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Dr. KENNETH B. TURNER, Associate Professor 
In Medicine, advised that SARNO had been one of his students 
and that he recalled SARNO as being a popular individual and as 
one who had never given any indication of "subversive tendencies". 
Dr. TURNER stated, however, that he knew SARNO only as a student 
and that his knowledge of SARNO was limited. " 

WILLIAM B^REED, 50 Haven Place, New York, 

New York, a third year medical student at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia University, advised that he 
is well informed concerning the activities of AIMS and the 
membership of the Columbia University Chapter of AIMS. REED 
stated that he is acquainted with SARNO and advised as follows 
regarding SARNO and SARNO*S association with AIMS. 


REED advised that the idea of forming a Chapter 
of AIMS at the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Columbia 
university was first discussed in February, 19*9, and that the 
first organized meeting of the Chapter was held on May 4, 19*9. 

He stated that he did not know if SARNO took part in the first 
discussion regarding AIMS, but that SARNO did attend the first 
meeting held in May, 19*9• At that time, according to REED, 

SAR NO was doubtful about becoming a member of the organization. 
REED further advised that in the Fall of 19*9, SARNO was in 
attendance at every meeting of AIMS which was attended by REED. 


_ . - . REED stated thaJt at a meeting of AIMS on 

December 16, J£A9> the question was raised regarding a 
SHEPPARD CARLlTHIERMAN, identified by Reed, as a Chairman of 
the American Delegation at the Budapest World Festival held in 
the Summer of 19*9, and the International Vice-President of 
AIMS at the time. 


_ , One of the members of AIMS present at the 

meeting raised the question of THIERHAN'S Communist connections 
a n« wanted to pass a motion for the Columbia University Chapter 
of AIMS to go on record at the coming AIMS National Convention 
as being in favor of impeaching TKEERMAN and severing his 
connections with AIMS. REED stated that there followed a two or 
iSnJ £ our diaousmon a t the end of which a vote was taken as to 
" ° ot tha Columbia University Chapter would bring

SSo of to four the motion was defeated. 

*5 ARNO, according to REED, voted with the majority. 
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REED also advised that this meeting was 
controlled by Dr. JAMES POULKS and WILLIAM \ABRUZZI, who with 
SARNO were elected to National Offices at the National Con¬ 
vention of AIMS held in Chicago on December 27 and 28, 1949. 

REED stated that SARNO was one of the Columbia 
University AIMS delegates who attended the National Convention 
in Chicago in December, 1949 and that SARNO was elected Publicity 
Director of AIMS at the Convention. REED stated that at the 
first meeting of the local chapter following the convention, it 
was announced officially that FOULKS, ABRUZZI and SARNO had all 
been elected to National Offices in AIMS. 

REED stated that he had heard WILLIAM ABRUZZI 
make the remark that he, ABRUZZI, and SARNO had attended a 
meeting of the Provisional Committee for Better Health In Harlem, 
which, according to REED, was headed by SAMUEL crTPATTERSON, 
form erly an official of the International Workers' Order. 

REED further stated that it was the practice 
to have guest speakers lecture to the students in'Bard Hall, 
which is the dormitory for the students of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. He advised that he knew that SARNO 
had been responsible for bringing several of the speakers there 
under the sponsorshi p of AIMS. He stated that the AIMS group 
desired to have ALLANXBUTLER, a Harvard Professor, lecture 
them, but because of Professor BUTLER'S reputation, as a 
Communist sympathizer, the group was afraid of the reaction of 
the Dean toward any'student who approached the Dean for permission 
to have BUTLER speak. REED stated that SARNO, being a fourth 
year student, was considered to be beyond the wrath of the Dean 
and that SARNO therefore, took the responsibility for BUTLER'S 
presence. 


REED stated that outside of SARNO'S connection 
with AIMS he has no reason to question SARNO'S loyalty. He 
stated that he has never heard SARNO make any statements Which 
would indicate subversive tendencies, but that he cannot help 
but be suspicious of SARNO because of SARNO'S continued member¬ 
ship and office holding in AIMS. He stated that SARNO has no 
excuse for not being aware of the type of organization that 
AIMS is and yet SARNO has not criticized the activities of AIMS 
and has not withdrawn from AIMS. 
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REED further advised that he had heard that 
SARNO had received through the mall the magazine "In Pact" 
for a period of two years. 

REED also stated that he Is willing to testify 
before a Loyalty Hearing Board. 

Confidential Informant Hew York City T-12, of 
known reliability, advised that the publication "In Pact" Is a 
four page periodical .strongly backed .by the Communist Party and 
at various Communist Party meetings it Is frequently referred 
to by Party members as a good paper to read. On several occasions 
he added. It has been offered at a special price with other 
Communist publications. 

. The publication "In Fact" has been cited as 
a Communist front by the Special Committee on Un-American 
Activities, March 29, 19*4 feage 48). 

The March 5, 1947 edition of the "Daily 
Worker" contains an article on Page five, column five, which 
reflects that SAMUElJjffATTERSON, National flrganizer. of the 
Inter nati onal Workers Order, was a member of the 1947 Provisional 
MSy~I)ay Committee meeting. 


The United May Day Committee and the Inter¬ 
national Workers Order have been declared by the Attorney General 
as coming within the purview of Executive Order 9835* 


On page four of the "Souvenir Journal", which 
was given out at the third anniversary birthday ball for 
Benjamin J. Davis, Jr., member of the National Board of the 
Communist Party, held on December 7, 1946, at the Golden Gate 
Ballroom in Harlem, New York City, is the name SAMUEL C. PATTERSON, 
listed as a member of the Executive Board of the Harlem Section 
of the Communist Party.

Mrs. MARY J.OU blRKBNMEYER, Registrar's Office, Kalamazoo College, 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, made available the record of JOHN ERNEST SARNO, Jr., 
which reflected that his home address was 1*61* Union Avenue, Brooklyn, New 
York. He was born June 23, 1923* His father's name was JOHN E. SARNO. He 
entered Kalamazoo College on September 16, 191*0, from Newton High School 
and Horace Mann High-School, addresses not given. He graduated from High 
School in June 1939, and June 191*0. There was no explanation given for 
this unusual notation. The Appointee was a Pre-Medical student, and he 
received High Honors for the Year 191*0-1*1; the Sherwood Prize in Freshman 
Declamation, 191*0-1*1; and Honors for the Year 191*1-1*2. The record bore 
the following notation: "left school E.R.C. (Army) April 12, i9i*3. ,, Mrs. 
BIRKENMinER stated that the notation probably referred to the fact that 
SARNO was a member of the Enlisted Reserve ^orps, U. S. Army, ano that 
he was called to active duty on April 12, 191*3. while at Kalamazoo College 
the Appointee resided at Hoben Hall on the campus. 

SARNO's student fil e cont ained no information pertaining to his 
loyalty , nor did it indicate that ^^disciplinary action had been taken 
against him. Mrs. BlRKENMEYiiR further advised that the Dean of Men, 

Dean of Student Affairs, and Faculty Resident of Hoben Hall, at the time 
SARNO attended Kalamazoo College, are no longer connected with the College. 
The Appointee's file did contain a letter addressed "To Whom It May 
Concern" in which it was stated that SARNO was a student of many talents 
and high scholarship; had a good disposition, and contributed to the 
social and intellectual life of the campus. It recommended that SARNO 
could successfully fulfill any duties or position that he might repre¬ 
sent himself to be capable of. This letter was signed WIubUR J. HUMBER, 
Dean of Student Affairs. 


Miss FRANCES DIEBOED, Professor of Biology, Kalamazoo College, 
recalled the Appointee very well. She found him to be an honest, very 
alert and intelligent young man. She said he thought matters over very 
carefully before taking any action, and dia not ''start off half-cocked" 
to do anything.
